65 years of age, who still is at work and 
therefore collecting no benefits under So- 
cial Security, to receive the benefits of the 
proposed health bill. Such a person, be 
said, would suffer no income loss and 
would be as capable of financing health 
care costs for himself as he was before he 
reached 65. 


Dr. Annis then asked why a younger 


working taxpayer, who must provide food* 
clothing and shelter for his own family- 
plus their education and health needs- 
should be taxed to provide medical care 
for elderly persons who are able to take 
care of themselves. Further, he told the 


committee that the bill proposes that med* 
ical aid should be supplied to the elderly 
regardless of their ability to p»y, but at 
the same time it requires the patient to 
pay the first $90 of his hospital bin. Thus, 
he said, many elderly persons will find it 
difficult to supply the 990 while many of 
the elderly citizens, including about eight 
million who carry their own insurance, 
will have no difficulty supplying the $90 
to make them eligible for further treat- 
ment. He objected also to the bill's, re- 
quirement that the patient enter a hospital 
to be qualified for nursing home benefits. 
This, he said, is a built-in device to assure 
the overcrowding of the nation's hospitals. 


While these objections are indeed real, 


they will get small notice from the advo- 
cates of the Social Security plan for finane* 
ing aid to the aged. The advocates of the 
bill, while recognizing the truth of the 
objections, are willing to overlook them 
because they want to establish a foot in the 
door which will insure Social Security 
benefits in the future. In the meantime, it 
is a matter of small concern to them that 
many young workers will be heavily taxed 
to support wealthy persons eligible for 
Social Security benefits. 


Driving Tests for Insurance 


It long has been apparent that the pol- 


icy followed by most insurance companies 
with respect to youths and young men in 
the age bracket 16 to 25 is most unfair to 
the good drivers in that group. Quite ob- 
viously the whole theory of insurance is 
to spread the cost of misfortune over as 
large a group as possible. 


W h e n the insurance for automobile 


drivers is segmented, as in this case, to 
the group of 16 to 25 years of age, it 
places the cost of accidents for the most 
accident prone group upon a very limited 
number of the total automobile drivers. 


Usually insurance companies a g r e e 


with the notion that costs should be spread 
over the widest area possible but in this 
instance, quite obviously the theory is that 
some form of punishment should be in- 
flicted upon the careless drivers. This the- 
ory overlooks completely the obvious fact 
that punishment also extends to the good 
drivers in this age group and they usually 
are the best drivers of all. 


Prof. Charles F. Haner of Grinnell Col- 


lege, Iowa, has devised a psychological 
test which seems to be successful in sep- 
arating the good drivers from the bad 
drivers in the 16 to 25 year old group. In 
doing so it permits the insurance com- 
panies to distribute the burden within 
this age bracket in accord with the likeli- 
hood of each individual having accidents. 


The psychological test was tried out on 


a group of 4,000 young male drivers. As a 
result, 24 per cent of the young men were 
classed in group 1 which was the lowest 
risk group. The accident rate for this 
group has been slightly below that for all 
adult rates in Iowa. About 40 per cent of 
those tested were put in the two highest 
risk groups. They have had 50 per cent 
more accidents in which they were to 
blame than was to be expected from a 
similar number of drivers. Furthermore, 
they had more serious accidents than 
might be expected from that group. 


T h e r e were eight fatal accidents 


among the 4,000 young drivers and seven 
of these occurred within the high risk 
groups. Only one was in the low risk 
group. The high risk groups had 87.5 per 
cent of the license revocations. For every 
dollar paid out for accidents among the 
group 1 drivers $3.35 has been paid out 
for accidents among the high risk groups. 
The insurance company spreads the bur- 
den in this manner. The young man who 
scores high gets insurance at the same 
rate as the adults; those scoring lower a 
higher premium; those in the very lowest 
group four times the adult rate. 


The test appears to have worked very 


well and it may be more widely used in 
the future. No doubt, similar tests would 
be effective with drivers in other age 
groups. 


Police Cooperof ion-A Sign of Success 


The United States now is in an era of 


progress in the field of law enforcement 
far ahead of anything ever witnessed be- 
fore, according to J. Edgar Hoover, direc- 
tor of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
But of all the things that contributed to 
bringing this high state of success to this 
field, Mr. Hoover believes the one word 
"cooperation" illustrates better than any- 
thing else the reason for this success. 


In the field of cooperation, Mr. Hoover 


points to the fact that during 1961 local 
enforcement officers of all 50 states and 
the District of Columbia made use of the 
services of the FBI laboratory. This in- 
stitution set a new record with the receipt 
of 40,662 requests for assistance involving 
224,183 scientific examinations of 186,378 
specimens of evidence. More than 13,000 
law enforcement agencies, which is prac- 
tically every one in the United States, sub- 
mitted fingerprint cards to the total of 
just under 22,000 a day to the FBI. This 
bureau alone helped in the identification 
of over 1,500 wanted persons each month 
for local, state and federal enforcement 
agencies. 


During the fiscal year ending in 1961, 


a new record was set when the FBI located 
for local authorities 1,418 criminals who 
had fled across state lines. In the same 
fiscal year more than 88,000 local law 
enforcement officers attended 3,464 police 
training schools in which the FBI assisted. 
In June, 1961, over 4,000 graduated from 


The War on Measles 


Doctors across the country have been 


running a series of tests on the effective- 
ness of live measles virus vaccine. The 
latest test, taken in New York state, con- 
firms the findings of earlier tests, and 
strengthens the hope that this childhood 
disease soon will be under control. 


A total of 103 children received the 


injections in New York. The results were 
similar to those in previous tests. Doctors 
report that the reactions were generally 
mild. About six or eight days after vac- 
cination the children developed a fever 
lasting about three days. However, only 
10 of them were ill enough to go to bed. 
About half of the children developed a 
rash but other complications were minor. 


Many of the children subsequently 


were exposed to the measles, some as late 
as 12 months after vaccination but none 
developed the disease, according to this 
report.

American Medical Association declares

Mr. Hoover acknowledges freely that 


the FBI agents received valuable assis- 
tance daily from local, state and other 
federal agencies throughout the nation. 
He says there is ample evidence of the 
successful operation of the national ex- 
change of vital information among local, 
state and federal law enforcement agen- 
cies and this he believes is a force which 
crime cannot long withstand. He adds, 
"mutual accomplishments can bring mu- 
tual satisfaction in a job well done." 


Nothing in the law enforcement field is 


more effective against criminals than the 
full cooperation of all police agencies in 
their attack on crime. There is no room 
for bickering and jealousy among police 
agencies whose first duty is to insure law 
and order.

The Medical Journal estimates that 


there are eight million days of illness re- 
sulting from this disease which affects 
approximately one million patients a year 
in the United States. It is believed that 
with the known vaccination processes it 
would be possible to reduce the days of 
Illness to less than three million a year 
and further to reduce the severity of the 
illness very significantly. 


The publication states that "attenuated 


live measles virus vaccination is the new- 
est snd one of the treat accompUebaeaU 
in the history of public health."

Russian 


sympathy for the Algerians in 
the letter's effort to separate 
from France. 


It is the principle for which the 


United Nations not only has sent 
troops but is spending large sums 
of money to get self-determina- 
tion for the people of the Congo. 
It is principle that makes other 
nations eager to welcome into the 
U.N. numerous African countries 
however uneducated they may be 
in the art of self government. But j 
nobody seems to be willing to 
champion the cause of "Germany 
for the Germans." 


The failure to do so is usually 


glossed over with apologetic ar- 
guments that public sentiment in 
Europe isn't ready for this step 
and that people in Western coun- 
tries, as well as in Russia, still 
fear the German*. It is really 
more of an excuse than a valid 
reason. 
"* 


Want Freedom 


For the German people as a 


whole are inherently interested in 
freedom and liberty. Germans in 
other parts of Europe and in the 
United States have become as de- 
voted to the cause of democracy 
as any other citizens. The govern- 
ment of West Germany at Bonn 
has, time and again since the war 
ended 16 years ago, demonstrat- 
ed that it knows how a democra- 
cy should operate. 


Indeed, this very month an 


election 
campaign resembling 


closely those held in the United 
States or in Great Britain is be- 
ing conducted in West Germany. 
Yet this point seems not to be 
emphasized nowadays in con- 
trast to the continued absence of 
free elections in East Germany 
and in other areas behind the 
Iron Curtain. 


The Western nations, which 


pride themselves on their devo- 
tion to the cause of democracy, 
somehow are showing a curious 
.indifference to the need for a 
worldwide campaign in behalf of 
the cause of self-determination as 
it affects the German people. One 
would have thought that certain!

would be the first to cry out for 
self-determination for the German 
people, too. 


Can Govern 


Certainly the progress of the 


German people in human endeav- 
ors is wteil known, and nobody dis- 
putes that they are capable of 
self-government. The fact that 
they fell victim to a dictatorship 
which came about through their 
economic collapse should not dis- 
qualify them today from being 
accorded their full independence.
